As stated above no informa- 
tion is available relative to 
farm goals of sweet pota- 
toes and the same is true 
for dried peas. We do, how- 
ever, know about our pea- 
nut farm goals. This goal 
is 10 acres of peanuts per 
plow. 

An example of incentive 
payment for peanuts is as 
follows: A farm has a 10- 
acre farm war goal of pea- 
nuts. To avoid a AAA pay- 
ment penalty he must har- 
vest 90 per cent of his 10 
acres which is 9.0 acres.. If 
he harvests 10 acres of pea- 
nuts which is 100 per cent 
of his farm war goal, he will 
receive a $30 incentive pay- 
ment. If he digs 11 acres he 
will receive a $60 incentive 
payment. This is the maxi- 
mum incentive payment he 
will get due to the fact that 
11 acres, in the example 
used, is 110 per cent of his 
war farm goal. A formula 
for figuring this incentive 
peanut payment is as fol- 
lows: 110 per cent of farm 
war goal minus 90 per cent 
of farm war goal equal acre 
for which the $30 incentive 
payment will apply.

“SING UNTO THE LORD,

The songs of a nation are 
symbolic of the spirit of a 
nation.

Let us 
sing of this proudly, and ac- 
claim to the world what we 
all believe and by what we 
live!

—we did not know so many 
had moved off. We had a 
nice time in Columbus. My 
people mostly live there, so 
that is home, and there is 
no place like home. We 
went down in Marion Coun- 
ty to visit our niece, Nonnie 
Boland. 

Fort Benning has taken 
in about all of Chattahoo- 
chee County, having people 
move out of their homes, 
paying but very little for 
the homes. 

There has been lots of 
moving and every one is 
quite busy fixing to make 
that fine crop. I do not see 
how they expect so much of 
us, as they have called most 
of the best help off of the 
farms. Lots of this hired la- 
bor will not be worth much, 
and not much to hire. 

We see a good many let- 
ters from the boys overseas. 
One tells Mother how they 
have to crawl like foxes in 
their dens and through jun- 
gles, but he knows she is 
doing her best to help him 
and will sing and pray for 
him, and he is willing to do 
his bit.

It sure 
was a fine letter. They are 
so glad to get letters from 
home,

JESUS AFFIRMS HIS DEITY 


LESSON TEXT—John 8:12, 25-36, 56-59, 
GOLDEN TEXT—He that hath seen me 
hath seen the Father.—John 14:9. 


“The Light of the World Is Jesus!" 
Who does not remember with what 
delight we as children sang, ‘'Come 
to the light, 'tis shining for thee... 
The light of the world is Jesus." 

How precious was the truth that 
thus flooded our souls. Jesus is the 
light, Just as the sunlight sheds its 
glory on an awakening world at 
dawn, so He sheds abroad the light 
of God in the hearts of men, As 
this portion of God's Holy Word {s 
studied and taught, may the light 
break forth on many a soul caught 
in the bewilderment of this dark 
world, 

But that is only one of the great 
thoughts around which our lesson 
centers, As Jesus here reveals 
Himself as divine, we consider four 
simple words, each fraught with 
rich meaning, 

I, Light (v, 12), 

The text says: “Then spake 
Jesus." When? Just after He had 
silenced the hypocritical accusers of 
a Woman taken in sin, and had 
spoken the word of peace to her 
troubled soul. She was to “go and 
sin no more’’ because she had met 
Him who {fs the light of the world. 
They that follow Jlim ‘shall not 
walk in darkness'’; they are the 
children of light, they have the very 
light of life shining in their hearts 
and lives. 

Not only does Jesus light the be- 
liever's heart, but this light shines 
into all the dark corners of this 
wicked world, exposing sin and 
hypocrisy, and showing the way 
back to God. 

II. Salvation (vv. 25-30), 

‘Who art thou?" That is the ques- 
tion every man must ask and an- 
swer as he considers Jesus. Even 
neglect is an answer—a rejection, 

The answer of Christ in these 
verses goes to the very heart of the 
matter, for He takes the people 
right to the cross of Calvary. When 
they had crucified Him, they would 
know. Did not the centurion say: 
“Truly this was the Sdn of God’ 
(Matt. 27:54)? 

It is true today that no man knows 
Christ until he knows Him as the 
crucified Saviour. Teacher, Exam- 
ple, Guide—all these He is—but 
they are not enough, for we sinners 
need a Saviour. May many today 
follow the example of verse 30. 

I, Freedom (vy. 31-36). 

Free! Four letters, but what a 
depth of meaning! Chains have fall- 
en off, prison doors are open, The 
one who was bound is free. 

But here we are concerned with 
an even more important liberty, the 
freedom of the soul. Many there 
are who boast of their independence 
but who are naught but slaves. 
Jesus said: ‘Whosoever commit 
teth sin is the servant of sin’ 
(v, 34), not its master. 

How shall they be freed? Note 
three things in these verses: 

(1) A condition, “If ye continue in 
my word.”’ This means not only a 
profession of faith, but a daily ap- 
propriation and realization of His 
truth in life. 

(2) A promise, “Ye shall know 
the truth.” The philosophies of men 
profess to be a seeking after truth, 
but how few there are who look to 
the one place where it can be found 
—in Jesus Christ. 

(3) A result, ‘The truth shall 
make you free.” Truth always sets 
free. Men are enslaved because, 
as in some foreign lands, they have 
not had the opportunity to learn the 
truth or because they have rejected 
it. 

Men profess to seek truth in their 
research and in the process of edu- 
cation, but without Christ they can- 
not have real truth. Educational 
systems which rule Him out are 
deficient and lead to bondage rather 
than freedom, 

IV. Eternity (vy. 56-59). 

Taking up their statement that 
they were Abraham’s children (see 
vv. 33, 37), Jesus enters into the 
sharpest controversy with the un- 
believing Jews of His entire earthly 
ministry, They were claiming kin- 
ship with a great man of fa'th who 
in his day had looked forward to 
the coming of Christ (v. 56). Now 
He was here, and instead of recely- 
ing Him as their Messiah they were 
ready to kill Him. 

Not only did they claim Abraham 
as father, but also God. Jesus told 
them that in their sin and unbelief 
they were of their “father the 
devil.” It is possible, then, to be 
very religious, to follow the tradi- 
tions of one's fathers, and yet to be 
children of the devil. 

All this led up to their sharp re- 
buke in verse 57, which denied to 
Christ anything but an earthly ex- 
istence and which led Him to the 
statement of His eternity, He iden- 
tified Himself definitely and clearly 
with the Eternal One—the great I 
AM of Exodus 3:14. 

Christ is God, and is therefore 
“infinite, eternal, and unchangeable 
in His being, wisdom, power, holi- 
ness, justice, goodness and truth” 
(Westminster Catechism).

VICTORY GARDEN 
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Soil inside the frame should be 5 inches deep, composed of 14 sand 


and % rich loam. The 60-watt lamp bulbs, in 


porcelain recep- 


tacles, should be mounted on a wood strip screwed to under side 
of sash. Soil or ashes, hilled up around the outside of the frame, 


will help retain warmth. 


LECTRICITY can help in several ways. Three 


or four 60-watt lamp 


bulbs, placed in a cold frame as here illustrated, will give ample heat on 
cold, cloudy days and nights to transform the cold frame into a mild hotbed, 
in which the seeds of more tender plants can be started for transplanting later. 


Later in the season, when warm weather comes and 
insects begin hatching, a pan of water, covered with a 
film of kerosene or oil of any kind, suspended below an 
outdoor lamp similar to the method shown in the sketch, 
will catch and kill many a destructive insect, particular- 
ly moths which lay the eggs which make the worms. 
Certain beetles will also be destroyed. This is not an 
insect kill-all, but will help lessen the insect population 
if the light is near the garden spot. 


As your vegetables mature, your electric range will enable you to cook 
them, fresh out of the garden, in a way which retains their natural flavor. 
Your electric refrigerator will keep fresh temporary surpluses you may have. 
Supplies greater than for immediate use may be canned. Our home economists 
will gladly give you the benefit of their training either in cooking classes or 


when they visit your home. 


Don’t give up your flowers entirely, but try some vegetables, Raise them 
as you would flowers and you should be successful.

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LETTER KROM SOLDIER 
IN ARMY CAMP HOSPITAL 
Camp Gruber, Okla, 

Hello to all people back nome! 
Hope you all are feeling fine, We 
are feeling much better, We got 
the mumps and it don't take long 
for them to go away, There are 
about 8 of us boys in here with 
mumps, There are 8 of us to- 
gether out on the sleeping porch, 
Makes it better where we can ali 
talk to each other, The ones out 
here with me are Cpl, Talbot and 
Pvt, Marsh and two boys from 
Texas, We all feel like getting 
out of here and going back to 
the Battery. The ward is so full 
that they moved some of our boys 
out to another ward yesterday, 
but happened to leave us together 
back here where we have to stay 
in. bed 14 days and then when we 
get up we stay in here 7 days 
before they let us leave this ward. 
We really do lots of k. p. work 
and wait on those in bed when 
we get up. We have been in bed 
5 days and lack 9 more. It is a 
hard job to stay in bed without 
even getting on the floor, but the 
thing happened this morning. 
The nurse caught Cpl, Talbot up 
out of bed and she took the bot- 
toms of his pajamas, leaving’ him 
in his shirt tail so he would stay 
in bed, so all of us were laughing’ 
and she took all of them, so I 
Buess we stay under the covers 
now, It was so much fun’ though 
it meant lying in bed the rest of 
the time in our pajama tops, but 
if they catch us up now she said 
she will keep us in bed the whole 
21 days. 

You all back home can feel 
good about all the boys in the 
hospital for they really look af- 
ter us. It looks bad for them to 
keep anyone in hed feeling as well 
as we do, but when we came in 
here we didn’t feel so hot, but all 
are doing fine. The roaring of 
our guns makes us want to get 
out of this place. The Battery 
went out last night and so early 
in the morning they were firing. 
They are about 20 miles out but 
the bursting of the shells shakes 
the windows here in the hospital. 
Makes us want to be out there 
beside our guns, for it’s lots of 
fun and lots of work to fire our 
Suns, but do we enjoy it! We 
just hope some day we can be 
firing on the little yellow boys 
across the water. Lots of people 
wonder why we are not already 
out there. While we wonder the 
same thing, I guess we are just 
lucky, but it is not over yet and 
I want all the people to know 
there’s not a boy in Battery D 
that wouldn't go if he could, for 
it would be fun for all, but we 
are really gettig plenty of them 
ready to face the enemy, and I 
don’t believe any of them will 
mind it, for all of them seem to 
have the fighting spirit, and that 
is what all are taught. They 
really earn their money when they 
come here to be trained. The sun 
is shining mighty pretty out here 
today, but there are plenty of ice 
and snow still on the ground. We 
haye had lots of cold weather— 
down to 7 below zero—but now it 
is pleasant, Just wish I could get 
cut. They won't let any one in 
here to see us but our friends 
come to the back door and we 
let them in, but some won’t come 
in for fear they will catch the 


mumps. We have some mighty 
good nurses. They are all 2nd 
lieutenants. Cpl. Talbot calls 


one that comes in here lots, She 
is from Louisiana, has a dark 
skin and locks good. He calls her 
the same as he does the 90-day 
wonders on the outside 2nd Its. 
He calls them shave tails. That 
is what he calls her, Miss Shave- 
tail. It’s funny to her, Think 
that’s why she got our breeches, 

Well, all you people remember 
we all still think of our folks back 
home and love you all and hope 
this war will be over soon, so we 
can come back home in the near 
future. We are working to get 
the job done and do it well, and 
then come back home and liye a 
happy life with our friends and 
loved ones, but if it takes it, we 
are willing to fight till we are 
mowed down on the battlefield for 
the ones we love back home and 
to make us live as free Ameri- 
cans instead of under the rule of 
Hitler. But we ali know that as 
long as a man with American 
blood in him will fight till he dies 
before seeing his people messed 
up as Hitler does them. You just 
don’t realize the things he does 
till you get in the hospital and 
Go nothing but read about him so 
much, Mothers,. fathers, sisters 
and brothers, you know you would 
rather see your boy or your bro- 
ther fight till he dies before we 
lose this war and all our girls 
come up under as Hitler rules 
has them to do. A man that 
reads about him and then don’t 
want to fight, there’s just no fight 
in him, 

Guess I'd better stop for it is 
about time for dinner, so I hope 
every one the best of luck and 
hope we do as good in here as 
we have so far, for we all are 
feeling good today. I guess that’s

FROM NORTH AFRICA 


N. Africa, Jan 8, 1948. 
Hello, Mother and All: 

Am getting along fine; 
had a good Christmas; plen- 
ty of turkey, and also for 
Thanksgiving We had 
chicken for dinner today, 
and it sure was fine. 

We have a pretty good 
place to stay out here, but 
I will be glad to get back to 
the States. We had a good 
baseball 
day. I pitched three innings. 
We play most all kinds of 
games and get plenty of ex- 
ercise, 

I heard from Maxwell 
Field the other day and they 
said everything was getting 
along fine there; said they 
weren't getting many pass- 
es to town now. Guess I 
told you that the boys who 
left there with me are still 
with me. The soldiering we 
are doing now is very dif- 
ferent from back in the 
States. I have learned what 
real soldiering is like, with 
my field pack and pup tent, 
ete. I have gained several 
pounds since I have been 
over here. This seems to be 
a very healthy country. 

We have a fine bunch of 
boys and officers in the 
company; am really proud 
of that, and also of the boys 
I worked with at Maxwell. 

Africa is a great country, 
with cities as modern as in 
the U. 8. A., with some very 
educated people. There are 
some very fine people in Af- 
rica and a good many. who 


can speak English excep-|¢ 


tionally well. I have met a 
good many Frenchmen over 
here. It is a great sight to 
see the Arabs, especially 
the women go down the 
street with a sheet over 
them, only one eye showing. 

I have seen a good many 
sights since I left the U. S., 
and very interesting. We 
get our six packs of cigar- 
ettes every week, also other 
things that we need; all the 
stuff is rationed to us free. 

The people over here be- 
lieve in their wine with 
meals.

20,000 Evacuees from West 


Coast to Be Relocated 
In Arkansas. 


McGEHEE, ARK,—Another band 


of people is coming into Arkansas 
to carve homes out of near-prime- 


val forests in the Mississippi river 


bottoms, but they are not coming 
willingly as did the pioneers of 
more than a century ago. 


This present day band is not of 
English, Scotch and Irish blood as 


was that earlier one. Nor will it 


be menaced by hostile Indians and 


flerce beasts, But it will be faced 
with the same Herculean task of 


converting thousands of acres of 


heavily wooded lowland into fields 
of growing crops. 


The 1942 infiltration is that of 


more than 20,000 Japanese evacu- 
ated from the West coast defense 
zone and relocated on two govern. 
ment camps—one near McGehee, 
in Desha county, and the other in 
Drew and Chicot counties, which 
lie on the Louisiana-Arkansas boun- 
dary line. 


On these two projects, the Japa- 


nese—75 per cent of whom are 
American citizens—will grow food 
for America’s victory ‘eifort until 
the war with their ancestral home- 
land is ended, 


Soil Is Productive, 
Both relocation sites are, for the 


most part, covered with hardwood 
forests and are lowlands that 
will need some drainage to make 
them farmable. Contrary to re- 
ports, the tracts are excellent bot- 
tom soil and are neither marshy 
nor unhealthy. They are not in- 
fested with malaria, mosquitoes 
and snakes, When drained—a not 
too difficult task—the result will be 
the rich, dark farmland that has 
made the productive ability of the 
Mississippi delta world-famed, 


Farm Security administration of- 


ficials describe the land as being 
of ‘“‘bale-to-the-acre quality.” It is 
as good as any in the delta and 
above the average of the majority 
of the state. 


The camp near McGehee com- 


prises a known 10,000 uncleared 
acres that were purchased by the 
federal government as an FSA proj- 
ect. The government has contin- 
ued to secure options on surround- 
ing land and the exact size of the 
final project is not known. At pres- 
ent, it is drained fairly well by a 
90-foot wide canal, but lateral canals 
will be necessary to assure complete 
drainage, 


Water will be obtained from 


wells, Excellent drinking water is 
obtainable from pumps driven 30 
feet. 


The Drew-Chicot tract comprises 


about 12,000 acres, of which 1,500 
now are in cultivation. Under ten- 
tative plans, approximately 10,000 
acres will be drained. It is situat- 
ed in the southern section of Drew 
county and the western section of 
Chicot county and lies in the Beouf- 


Mississippi river basin,
